In cases 
where It la I rn po* hi hie to estimate 
the mount of water, enough chlor­ 
inated lime should be pat in the 
water until it can be readily de­ 
tected.

Recurrence of flood waste and the fright­ 
ening prospect of "till greater damage to 
come this year and in later years prompt 
hundred* of river valley communities to 
•ak. "What (mn be don* About it?” 
There ie a definite answer to the ques­ 
tion. 
Something can be done about floods; 
something is being don* about them. Dem* 
can be and are being built to store water. 
Trees can be end ere being planted to re­ 
tard the rneh of wager Into river velleys. 
Yet, because the remedial measures ere 
so costly and laborious end because the 
evil they correct ie so widespread, it is al­ 
most aa if there were no answer to the ques­ 
tion of w hit can be done about flood*. In 
only a few instances has society used the 
solution which la available. 
Pittsburgh and western Pennsylvania, for 
inatance, have bien aware of flood danger, 
yet have done relatively little to protect 
Itfe and property. 
In Ohio, the Muskingum 
valley conservancy 
district represents 
a 
broad effort to avert flood disaster, but 
obviously it cannot prevent the damage 
caused by en uncontrolled flow of water 
into the Ohio river from Pennsylvania. 
In a long view, flood control becomes a 
matter of comparative costs. 
Dams are 
costly, but if they ar* effective in reducing 
flood damage they pay for them selves over 
a period of years. Unfortunately, to make 
flood control effective In a large ares It 
would be necessary to spend a vast aum of 
money, more than could be eaved in three 
or four generation*. 
Inevitably, it is diffi­ 
cult to convince the present generation of 
th* desirability of making heavy sacrifices 
for the benefit of future generations. 
Flood disasters do provide a tragic im ­ 
petus to slow movement toward flood con­ 
trol. 
The damage done in 1936 will be em­ 
ployed es evidence to prove the deelrabillty 
of preventing great flood disasters in th* 
future.

Two questions rise from Sen. Borah s un­ 
dertaking of an active speaking campaign 
for delegates. 
Does be have a t the ago 
of 71 the eloquence, the fire and the energy 
which gained unusual prominency for him 
In the senate? Is he really in earnest about 
being a candidate for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination? 
Opening his Ohio campaign In Youngs­ 
town Thursday night. Sen. Borah gave a di­ 
rect answer to the second question. “If I 
can get the nomination I'm going to take 
it.” he asserted. 
“But I’m willing to argue, * 
ha explaioad. “on the baals that I’m only 
interested in having a more liberal platform 
written and a more liberal candidate nomi­ 
nated. 
If that la my object, I believe I am 
entitled to a sympathetic hearing from the 
people of Ohio.” 
Sen. Borah’s bearers must have felt that 
he answered the first question affirmative­ 
ly with an attack on leaders of the Ohio 
Republican 
organisation, particularly Wal­ 
ter F. Brown, national committeeman and 
postmaster general in the Hoover adminis­ 
tration. 
Apparently, the senator still has 
his fire. 
Yet, in the platform he outlined 
at Youngstown one looks in vain for any­ 
thing startling. 
Sen. Borah favors strict neutrality, ob­ 
servance of the Constitution, an independent 
Judiciary, adequate old-age pensions, reduc­ 
tion in bureaucracy, a cooperative ay stem 
in agriculture and removal of government 
from private bustness. 
He does not favor 
inflation, but neither does he favor defla­ 
tion. 
He does not define, incidentally, what 
he m eans by "adequate” <<l*l agr pensions. 
Sen. Borah on the stump I* a command­ 
ing figure. He may depend on it he will get 
a hearing iu Ohio—a "sympathetic" hear­ 
ing. in many cases. 
But it remains to be 
seen what the specific term s of hts well ad­ 
vertised liberality really are. 
His Youngs­ 
town speech failed to produce any positive 
clues.

struggle for politic*! survival. Pity is more 
their due than censure, for, as Hen. Tydings 
says, “this Is a country of th* two-party sys­ 
tem of government.”

Britain's proposal of a substitute plan for 
the now Ineffective Locarno pact ie the most 
Important development so far in the crisis 
produced by Germany's reoccupation of the 
Rhineland. Th* British government proposes 
a remedy, not a punishment, for Germany. 
At first it seem ed inevitable that punish­ 
ment would be the answer to Germany’s 
challenge. 
The British plan, contrary to France’s 
wish, la conciliatory. A tremendous respon­ 
sibility has baen placed upon Chancellor 
Hitlar and his advisers to steer a safe course 
between the term s of conciliation offered 
by Britain end the requirement* of Oar* 
many's new policy of equality.

Europe on a basis of international agree­ 
m ent 
and 
understanding. 
Th* 
very fact 
that the possibilities of benefit are sn great 
means that the corresponding possibilities 
of evil in the event of failure are equal, if 
not greater.

Collection Likely to Be Restrained 
As In Case of Processing Levy

WASHINGTON, March 24. — Every day 
brings added evidence that. lf the tax on 
undistributed surpluses Is enacted by con- 
Kress, It may not be collected info the trea- 
sury next year but Into the custody of the 
court a. 
As a substitute for processing taxes de­ 
clared illegal, there is a possibility that the 
tax on undivided earnings may likewise be 
declared unconstitutional. Also, since the 
enforced collection of the tax may drive cer* 
(aln companies into receivership or bank­ 
ruptcy, there probably will be application by 
thoae companies to the courts to restrain 
the collection of the new taxes 
Just 
as 
there wss with respect to processing taxes. 
The legal situation can arise out of a 
num ber of concrete developments. 
Thus, 
many a corporation baa Issued honda and 
has entered into a contract with the bond- 
holdera known generally aa sn ‘‘Indenture.*’ 
In such a document it is usually stipulated 
that the company m ust set aside certain 
amounts for the retirem ent of the bonds, or 
else It Is provided that dividends shall not 
be paid unless there is m aintained a ape 
rifled ration between 
current assets 
and 
current liabilities. 
May Face Contract Violation 
These arrangem ents have been required 
for many years as a method of Insuring that 
there would he a certain cushion or safety 
for the investors. The officers or directors 
or stockholders of a corporation are hound 
by the "indenture’’ Just as they are by any 
other contract lawfully 
entered 
Into 
by 
them. Yet tf they obey the demand of the 
government that earnings be distributed, 
they will he violating or Impairing a con. 
tract, if they, on the other hand, attem pt to 
withhold the surplus, 
the company then 
pays a prohibitive tax In the form of a pen- 
ally for doing that which the "Indenture" 
peremptorily requires them to do. 
If an indenture la violated, the bondhold- 
era have a right to foreclose, Just as is the 
case with any m ortgage In which the pro­ 
visions are In any way Impaired. Many "In- 
dentures’’ declare that th* entire debt of 
the bond Issue becomes due and payable the 
moment any provision la violated. 
Take the case of a corporation with an 
outstanding bond Issue of $5,000,000. payable 
at the rate of $950,000 a year Such a com- 
Pa By ordinarily might 
be 
earning 
from 
$500,000 to $750,000 a year, but it so hap. 
pens that, 
In the year 1936, 
it will have 
earned only $300,000. If the federal tax on 
undivided earnings la about 33 I 2 percent, 
It would m ean that $100,000 would have to 
he paid to the federal governm ent and $200,- 
000 would he left to m eet a sinking fund re­ 
quirem ent of $250,000. 
Unleaa the corporation happened to have 
a surplus from past years or possessed bor- 
rowing power, it might find Itself In default 
and the bondholders might apply for a re. 
celvershlp aud take over the property. In 
Hie sam e Inatance. however, let ua suppose 
that the sinking fund or annual retirem ent 
is not a fixed aura. but, aa la som etim es the 
case. the am ount to be used for paying off 
the debt annually Is expressed in percent. 
ages of earning. Whose righta have priority 
—the bondholders who made a contract be. 
fore the new tax was passed, or the federal 
government which comes In and to ail In­ 
tents and purposes brushes aside or Impairs 
the contract? 
May Not Be Arbitrary In Application 
It has been held by the Supreme Court 
that the lax authorities may not be arbi­ 
trary in their application of a tax. 
It has 
been held that certain steps by the federal 
government in pursuance supposedly of th" 
taxing authority cannot conflict with other 
provisions of the Constitution th at requires 
"due process” lf property is to be taken by 
the government. Tho query naturally arises 
w hether tho undistributed surplus tax by 
Impairing contracts entered into in good 
faith by bondholders might be a taking of 
property belonging to bondholders without 
adequately compensating them for It. 
But there is still another legal difficulty. 
Many states by their Ihws forbid the pay­ 
ment of dividends unless corporations have 
a certain credit portion. Companies that are 
on the edge might find themselves in not 
water in obeying the federal command to 
pay out their earnings in the form of divl* 
dends, especially lf the cash resources of a 
company which bas most of its capital in 
plant are to be drained for the purpose of 
meeting the tax eolieetor’s demands 
Tile proposed tax on ‘’undistributed" sue- 
pi ii sea or earnings Is vulnerable from an- 
other constitutional aspect. V tax on net 
income or on net profits is measurable. This 
form of flat tH\ lias been infield. But the 
lax on ‘'undistributed" earnings is a tax on 
discretion or rath er a tax on the judgment 
of management, so that in effect the federal 
government uses the taxing power to con. 
trot the act of m anagem ent with respect to 
earning* The President’s m essage and the 
opinions furnished by treasury officials will 
afford ample evidence that the Idea behind 
the tax may he for revenue is to be ob. 
talned from individual stockholder* only af- 
ter m anagem ent has been threatened with 
a penalty affecting its own Judgment of 
what I* or is not safe for a company to 
maintain in the way of reserves. 
lf the federal government, by using the 
taxing power, can tell corporations what 
percentage to maintain as a surplus and 
what percentage to pay out. it can tell a 
corporation how much profit It can make 
on an article or how much it can deduct 
as cost. The decisions of the Supreme Court 
show that "deductions” (annot be caprid- 
ouzly measured by either the taxpayer or 
the government, hut must follow equitable 
rules and established practices or account- 
lug 
What the federal government now says 
In effect is that it can control the disposi­ 
tion of profits by giving one corporation, 
which is well heeled financially, an exemp 
tlon from taxes because that institution is 
In a position to pay out its earnings 
in 
dividends, and by putting a penalty on an- 
another corporation in the same line of 
business, perhaps a competitor, which Is 
not well heeled financially but must meet 
the requirements of an Indenture under an 
outstanding bond issue. 
Since to pay out the tax money in divi­ 
dends might mean hardship and possible 
legal steps of a foreclosure nature, the cor- 
poration doubtless would petition for an or­ 
der to restrain collection of the tax by the 
internal revenue bureau 
Also, since the 
company might not be able to wait for a 
refund through the usual processes, 
the 
courts doubtless would feel that there was 
no adequate remedy at law and hence the 
tax money had better be paid Into the cub- 
tody of the court, as was the processing 
tax money. Once a restraining order of this 
type were granted, others would be forth­ 
coming. 
The tax on undivided earnings looks as 
if It has many legal barriers ahead. 
The 
way out is to retain th* |rresent law. which 
forbids the accumulation of ‘unreasonable’’ 
surpluses. This prevents tax evasion when 
peonaeljr aal arced.

The schools of Ohio may have 
lost a benefit which congress plain­ 
ly indicated its intention that they 
should have. 
When congressional 
approval was being sought for the 
sale of the school lands—section 
sixteen—and the placing of the pro­ 
ceeds in the irreducible debt, the 
interest to be paid by the state into 
the school moneys, a bill was in­ 
tl oduced to provide for the sale of 
reserved salt lands, the proceeds 
to be applied to such literary pur­ 
poses ag congress m ight direct, but 
"to no other use. Intent or purpose 
whatever." 
The proceeds amounted in 1849 
to $41,024.05. 
This sum appeared 
every year thereafter on the books 
of the state, the interest paid by 
the state being turned into support 
of the schools, until 1870, when it 
ceased to be accounted for. despite 
provisions of an act of congress and 
of the state legislature. 
This fact was brought out r 
report of the state auditor f 
year 1913, when Sen. A. V

The Sunlit Road

It wa* on Sunday, April 22, 1898, 
nearly 38 years ago, that the late 
Rev. A. D. McCullough 
delivered 
his final sermon aa pastor of th#

A graphic story of the Johns­ 
town, Pa., flood and effects of the 
false report that the large Quema- 
honing dam there had broken, was 
recounted today by Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Drass of Dresden avenue, 
who were caught in the torrent 
while visiting relatives Mr. Dress 
is manager of a Diamond store. 
H ere k Mrs. Drass’ description 
of the fmod and scenes after the 
w ater receded: 
“Mr. Drass and I were halted 
firet by water at the Point bridge 
in Pittsburgh where police were on 
guard. After being sent back, we 
went around to Dormont and came 
through 
the 
Liberty 
tubes. 
We 
stopped for awhile with relatives In 
South Highland and then crossed 
tho new bridge at Blairsville, en­ 
route to Johnstown. 
Hysterical Woman Upsets Boat 
“The w ater wa* very high and 
running full of drift. We saw two 
houses go under the bridge. On the 
i oof of one of them sat nine per­ 
sons. I saw them myself. Tho man 
standing besides us on the bridge 
had a flash light, which showed 
them in the darkness. We beard 
that a skiff had gone out to rescue 
the people from the river and got 
the women In a boat. One woman 
became hysterical and upset the 
boat, manned by volunteer fire­ 
men. 
“ We 
were 
warned 
repeatedly 


dial the road was covered with 
water and that we could not get 
through. We finally got to Moxon, 
a suburb of Johnstown. There the 
bridge was covered with water and 
we could not cross. We went back 
up Into the higher streets, parked 
the car and waded into Johnstown 
through mud knee-deep. 
"W hen we arrived a t the home 
oi relatives, water wa* coming up 
on the porch. About midnight we 
were forced to leave the house and 
wade to dry land and the home of 
friends. 
“As the water came up it was full 
of Boating wreckage of all kinds. 
I saw two trucks upset In the water; 
three dead horses; houses upset 
in the streets; 
chairs from the 
chair factory and desks. From one 
garage, 14 automobiles were wash­ 
ed out into the w ater and wrecked. 
A freight train wa* stalled. The 
water came up so that only the 
tops of the cars showed. 
“The windows in the garages, 
stores and other places of business 
were all broken and everything in 
the stores were destroyed by the 
water. Things that w ere left in the 
houses 
floated 
out through 
the 
doors and windows and were bob­ 
bing around on the surface of the 
water. 
Saw Flood At Its Height 
“We stayed there all day Wednes­ 
day while the flood 
was at its 
height. 
Wednesday 
evening 
the 
water began to go down. While 
down In the lower part looking at 
the wreckage we saw people begin 
to run toward the hills. The fire 
bells began to ring and policemen

shouted:*‘Run to the hills for your 
lives, the big dam has broken,* The 
streets were full of people running 
and many abandoned their auto­ 
mobiles. Everybody ran up Into the 
hills. The street* were covered with 
people half dressed. Tho school 
house# and churches were filled. 
“We tried to go back again to 
find our people and help them to 


I safety. The police would not let us 
go hack, so we got in our car and 
drove to Gallitzen. On our way we 
crossed a bridge. Ju st after we 
passed over, It wa* washed away. • 
The next morning there was a bliz­ 
zard and the ground was covered 
with snow. 
“We started back to Johnstown, 
and finally found our relatives at 
the home of neighbors on the hills, i 
The road# were strew n with debris ! 
and slush. National guards, who 
were sent In. made rules that every­ 
body must be off the streets at 9 
p. rn., unless they, had a permit 
from the officers In charge. It was 
reported they had orders to shoot 
anybody caught looting or stealing. 
“I lost my shoes in the mud and 
was walking around for six or seven 
hours In my stocking feet after the 
rush when we ran to the hills to 
esrape the flood which would come 
lf the dam had burst. Our car was 
full of mud and water inside and 
out. 
"The business part of Johnstown j 


was almost completely wrecked. 
Store fronts and 
windows were 
smashed and all of the equipment 
flowed out. I heard that 13 pianos 
were washed out of one store. One 
man who had a gas station climbed 
on the roof to escape the water but 
wa# washed off and drowned. 


“Street cars, abandoned wherever 
they happened to be, were submerg­ 
ed. When the water receded they 
were covered with all sort# of rub­ 
bish, trees and part- of homes. I 
saw several automobiles on Main 
street almost completely covered 
with mud and rubbish.'*

G reat secrecy is m aintained as 
to the disposition of these forces, 
but the num ber posted in the Far 
E ast is generally believed to ex­ 
ceed 250,000 and may total 400,000 
men.

The naval building program bas 
been marked by feverish construc­

Jockey Emery, 
still an admirer of the sleek black 
racer, obtained the riding contract.
